Ilinoisan Says Men Are Deny- 
ing Something He Did Not 
Say in Speech. 





WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—As soon as 
he could get the floor today; Repre- 
sentative Rainey of Illinois read to th: 
House the cablegram he received from 
Charles P. Taft yesterday, in which the 
brother of the President-elect denied 
that he has ever had any business asso- 
clation with William Nelson Cromwell 
or Any interest at any time in the Isth- 
mus of Panama. 

In his message he asked Mr. Rainey 
to retract his statements regarding Mr. 
Taft, which he made in his speech Tues- 
day. 

“I have not the slightest desire to con- 
trovert in any way the statement of Mr. 
Charies P. Taft which I have just 
read,” said Mr. Rainey. “On the con- 
trary, I congratulate him upon his ab- 
solute and complete repudiation of Wil- 
liam Nelson Cromwell and his methods. 
Tt, however, does not become necessary 
for me to retract anything I said in my 
speech. I do not desire to add anything 
to what I said, nor to change it in any 
way. 

Rends Speech Again. 

“In order that what I said about Mr. 
Charles P. Taft may appear here in the 
Congressional Record, in connection 
with his telegram, I desire now to read 
from my speech of Jan. 26, and I read 
now from the first column on page 1470 
of the Congressional Record for this 
session the following: 

.On Sunday night, Dec. 27, Obaldia 

called to his palace certain members 

of the General Assembly and they 
then and at that time demanded of 
him to know who the men were back

Crooks in Stolen Buggy ‘Drive

Activity of both criminals and police 
closely followed the general order of

As if to openly defy the police, two 
men in a stolen buggy drove through 
two North St. Louis police districts at 
will, Killing one man. and attempting to 
rob and kill three others. Spurred by 
the Chief's order, the police arrested 
Willie Gleason of 1432. North Twenty- 
fourth street, who has been identified 
as one of the highwaymen. , 

Patrick Higgins of 2200 Cass avenue, 
Frank Fiynn of 1614 O'Fallon street and 
his -brother, John Fiynn of 419 Wash 
street, known to be “pails’’ of Gleason, 
are also locked up. Five other men, 
picked up in the police dragnet, are 

1d, but Gleason Is the only one who 
has been ideutified. 

Scen by Conductor. 

The police Friday afternoon learned 
that Conductor Prwin on the Lee ave- 
nue street car line had told fellow em- 
ployes that he believed one of the rob- 
bers boarded his car, southbound, at Fif- 
teenth and North Market streets Thurs- 
day night. 

Erwin said that the man was bespat- 
tered with mud. He wore a green derby 
hat and carried a Aaprobe.

Shoet Victim in the Back. 

The highwaymen, one wearing a cor- 
duroy cap and the other a derby, be- 
gan their ride of death at Twenty-first 
and Pine streets at 6:30 p. m. Thursday, 
when they drove off in a buggy belong- 
ing \to John Golden, a saloon keeper. 

Half an hour later, near Twentieth 
and Benton streets, in front of the 
Zion Rock Church, they jumped from 
the buggy and waylaid Louis H. Jo- 
busch of 2234 Warren street, who was 
on the way to a dry goods.store on an 
errand for his wife. 

The man with the derby hat con- 
fronted Jobusch and commanded him 
to throw up his hands. Jobusch struck 
at the robber. The man with the cor- 
duroy cap shot Jobusch in the back. 

Edwin Boehmer, 15 years old, and Ar- 
thur Siekman. 16, both of 1827 North 
‘a wentieth street, witnessed the shoot- 
ing. They saw the men jump into the 
buggy and drive away. 

Jobusch staggered a block west to 
Rauschenbach avenue and sank to the 
pavement just as the boys overtook 
nim.

Died in Wife's Arms. 


He was carried to Fritz’s drug store 
and died there 2 minutes later in the 
arms of his wife. He was unable to 
describe the men who waylaid him. 

His dying statement to Special] Offiver 
Derby was: “I was going up the street. 
Two men drove up ina buggy. Once’, 
stepped out and told me to throw up 
my hands. I started to run and the 
man shot me.’’ 

Driving in a mad gallop, the high- 
waymen reached Sixteenth ana Chan- 
bers street, four blocks east and four 
blocks south, at 7:6. John Molken- 
bau was standing on the corner. 

A man wearing a corduroy cap 
leaned out from the buggy and pointed 
a revolver at him, pulling the trigger 
twice. The weapon snapped. 

Five minutes later, at Fourteenth and 
Chambers streets, the robbers wary- 
laid George Dietz, a drug clerk, 
They jumped from the buggy.

Diets 
turned and ran, and two shois were 
fired at him.

It. is alleged in the iIndietment that 
Dr. Pritchett performed an operation 
which caused his wife's doath. He was 
exonerated at the Coronér’s inquest. 
Dr. Pritchett and Bertha Holt came 
to St. Lone from Lebanon, Mo., Nov. 
22, and wen€éto the Laclede Hotel. They 
were married the fellowing day. 

Three -days after the wedding Mrs. 
Pritchett became ill and she died under 
circumstances which led to a police in- 
vestigation. | 
Dr. Thomas Mansfield ‘of 3946 Botani- 
cal avenue fesued a certifieate, giving 
typhoid fever and stomach trouble as 
the causes of death: He admitted that 
he had not been in attendance on Mtgée 
Pritchett, but -said that. he signed the 
certificate out of professional courtesy 
to Dr. Pritchett.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Jan. 2.—High 
winds and snow formed a combination 
‘Mate last night and today that seriously 
interfered with wire communication in 
many parts of the South and: practical- 
ly isolated Texas. At some points in 
Texas and Oklahoma the wind blew at 
the rate of 70 miles an’ hour, carrying 
a blinding sterm of dust. At Fort 
Worth, Tex., awnings and signs were 
torn away and small buildings demol- 
ished. Several persons sustained slight 
injuries. 

In Louisville the wind Whipped around 
downtown corners at 4 miles an hour. 
Wires began to fall in all directions, 
and soon Texas was lost to communi- 
cation. Wires were gained to Memphis 
today by a _ circuttous route. High 
winds prevailed at Nashville, Memphis, 
Knoxville and Chattanooga. No serious 
demage is reported, but many trains 
are late and communication hampered. 
The temperature at New Orleans is 63. 





Heavy Damage in Cooper County. 

BOONVILLE, .Mo., Jan. 29.—Cooper 
County was visited by a rain and wind- 
storm at 6 p. m. yesterday that did 
great damage. At Clifton City, 26 miles 
south of here, Potter Bros. store was 
unroofed, one residence was blown eight 
feet from its founuation and many 
smaller buildings on farms were 
wrecked. At Pisgah, 17 miles south, 
every building on the Morris farm was 
blown down, except the residence. Today 
a fierce gale and blinding snowstorm 
are raging. The telephone lines in some 
sections are down and no reports of the 
demage can be obtained. No ruraf 
wWoeute mails were sent out of thie city 
teday.

WIDOW DEFENDS HER BROTRER 
FOR SHOOTING HER HUSBAND 


Mrs. Wilson Testifies That Engle- 
man Acted Only When She 
Called for Help. 


In the trial before Judge Shields Fri- 
day of Frank J. Engleman for the kill- 
ing of his brother-in-law, John T. Wil- 
gon, the widow of the slain man, who 
is a sister of the man on trial, was a 
witness in his behalf. She testified that 
her husband was so abusive that he had 
made her life unbearable, and she wrote 
to her brother to come from Kansasg 
Lity and try to settle the domestic dis- 
‘wrod.

Mr. Shaw was 
commanded to appear before Justice 
Bould in Criminal Court No. 1 on Mon- 
day morning, when the matter will be 
thrashed. out. 
Farnham a Witness. 
Roger Farnham, ciosely identified with 


well, was the only witness of import- 
ance. His testimony was inten to 
corroborate that given by Mr.” Crom- 
well regarding the digposition of the 
$40,000,000. purchase money for the Pan- 
ama Canal franchise. 

Douglas Robinson, brother-in-law of 
the President-elect; was a guest at the 
White House today. He came to Wash- 
ington in connection with the libel pro- 
ceeding pending before the grand jury, 
but w not called upon to testify. 

The statement is given out at the 
White House that Mr. Robinson came 
here to attend the Supreme Court din- 
ner last night and that he will remain 
in Washington to attend the Gridiron 
Club dinner tomorrow night. 

J. Angust Shaw's counsel declared 
that he had ‘no doubt regarding what 
the decision in reference to Mr. Shaw’s 
refusal to testify would be, and he 
called attention to a  =~similar case 
wherein Haas & Jeckham, subpenaed 
in connection with the cotton leak in- 
vestigation, refusec to give testimony 
on a similar ground, The Court held 
that their contention was right and they 
were both excused, 


ROBINSON MAKES LIBEL 
AFFIDAVIT; JEROME TO ACT 


NEW YORK, Jan. 2.—Douglas Robin- 
son, brother-in-law of President Roose- 
velt, has made a deposition to District 
Attorney, Jerome in which he says there 
was no truth in the stories published by 
The New York World to the effect that 
he was interested in a syndicate which 
profited by a private deal in connec- 
tion with the purchase of the Panama 
Canal properties by the United States. 

In addition, a second deposition was 
sworn to by Jonas Whitley, who de- 
clares he informed the editors in charge 
of The World the night before the first 
gublication that the article was er- 
roneous and unjust and would lay the 
newspaper open to prosecution by some 
of the persons named by it. 


. Statement Under Oath, 

Mr. Robihson visited Mr. Jerome to- 
day. After an oral statement of the 
facta, in which he denied he had any 
connection with the sale of the proper- 
ties, his deposition was placed in type- 
written form, Magistrate Krotel was 
called: in by Mr. Jerome to administer 
the oath to Mr. Robinson. 

Mr. Whitley formerly was on the 
staff of The World and says he went 
to the office of that newspaper at the 
behest of William Nelson Cromwell, for 
whom he was acting. 

Mr. Whitley had been apprised with 
the facts connected with the canal pur- 
chase and said he also knew that be-| 
fore the first publication in The World 
of Oct. 3 last, a complaint had been 
lodged with District Attorney Jerome 
by one of Mr. Cromwell's 
that an attempt had been made to get 
Mr. Cromwell to pay for the suppres- 
sion of an article about the canal. 

In his deposition Mr. Whitley told of 
going to the office of The World and 
talking with those in charge -of the 
newspaper. He was told of the nature 
of the article, whereupon he assured 
the editor that the article was far from 
right as to fact, would injure men of 
prominence in financial and political 
circles and would: render the paper liable 
for suits for libel. 

Told Editors It Was Untrue, 


He also told the editor, he swears, 
where the true history of the purchase 
of the property could be obtained. He 
ends his deposition by saying that the 
article against which he protested was 
published by The World the next morn- 
ing. The oath to Mr. Whitley was also 
administered by Magistrate Krotel. 

District Attorney Jerome, after obtain- 
ing the two depositions, declined to dis- 
cuss the alleged libel charge or to an- 
nounce what his next step would be.

— Jury Advises 
Voting Machines to 
End Election Fraud 
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Continued From Page One. 


cinct, from which judges and clerks 
may be selected. 

We find that certain undesir- 
able politicians have been elect- 
ed, and have kept themselves in 
office by having secured a fol- 
lowing in certain precincts and 
wards. These underlings are 
appointed the judges and clerks 
of election. The result of such 
elections is a certainty. 

The Ziection Commissioners have 
the ‘power, and we consider it their 
duty, to remove all such judges and 
clerks. | 
In advocating the adoption of voting 





machines in all polling places, the grand. 


jury submits letters from election offi- 
clals in Buffalo, St. Paul, Rochester and 
Cleveland, all containing favorable re- 
ports on the working of these machines. 
It was stated that the machines were 
that 
fraud has been eliminated, independent 
voting encouraged, and election ex- 
penses reduced by their use. 

A paragraph of the report is devoted 
to the employment of police characters 
and ex-convicts by the city. ‘Political 
patronage of this kind is outrageous 
and disgraceful,’’ is the conclusion in 
reference to it.

The recommendation for va continuous 
grand jury is as follows: 

Havihg served our term as grand 
jurors, we feel that the first half 
of our term was practically wasted 
in becoming famfftiar with the: work. 
We now have to leave several mat- 
ters undeveloped, as our term has 
expired. 

Therefore we believe that an ar- 
rangement would be desirable where- 
by six grand jurors are appointed 
each half term, so that there are al- 
ways six old jurors who continue in 
service. The foreman to be selected 
from the six that hold over to serve 
for a half term only. 

Such a system would be a benefit 
to the State and city, as it would 
produce a continuous, experienced 
and efficient grand jury always in 
session. Reports could be made every 
half term, as each foreman retires. 
The recommendation of a reorganiza- 

tion of the city’s method of conducting 
its institutions is: 

These institutions should be taken 
out of politics entirely. A _ bi-parti- 
san board should be created, similar 
to the School .ssoard, which should 
have complete control and supervi- 

sion over all penal and charitable 
institutions. 

This board. should consist of 12 or 
16 members, so that it could be di- 
vided into subcommittees to act as 
directors of the Workhouse, Insane 
Asylum, Poorhouse and hospitals. 
The Industrial School has a Board 
of Directors at the present time. This 
plan would enable each set of di- 
rectors to devote all of their atten- 

~ tion to the development of one par- 

Ucular institution, and, at the same 

time, work together as a whiole\for 

general results. 

It is recommended that “certain feat- 
such ag 
Sppointing boys corporals, sergeants 
and captains for good behavior and in- 
dustry, be introduced in the Industrial 
School, formerly the House of Refuge. 

Supts. Richardson of the Industrial 
School and Dawson of the Workhouse 
are praised for their work and the 


‘superintendents of the institutions con- 


nected with the Board of Health are 
also complimented, as is Mayor Wells 
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Regarding lid clubs, the report says: 
“‘We consider it important that all au- 
thorities should work together and clean 
out these disgraceful resorts at once.’’ 
The killing of Soldier Forsythe, the rob- 
bery of one Fox and the shooting of 
Hutton are mentioned in this connection. 

The paragraph censuring the police 
for their handling of the witnesses in 
the Hutton case is as follows: 


In working out one important case. 
the Circuit Attorney and the grand 
jury were greatly handicapped be- 
cause it has developed that all the, 
witnesses held for the grand jury 
were locked up in the same cell, and 
furthermore, three other witnesses 
who were brought back from out of 
the city in the same case were placed 
in the cell with one of the witnesses 
who had already been before the 
grand jury. 

We suggest that the Court request 
the: Board of Police Commission- 
ers to issue instructions that all wit- 
nesses in the same case be kept sep- 
arate and out of communication with 
one another at all times. 


Lieut. William Hess, who was in 
charge of the Central District Station, 
Saturday night, said Friday, in refer- 
ence to the grand jury criticism: 


“The Holdover was crowded with the 
exception of the. cell Connors occupied 
alone. I had the other three prison- 
ers put in there because I knew that 
they would not have to remain locked 
up long, as their friends were rush- 
ing for bondsmen. They were in the 
cell.a half hour. During all that time 
policemen and reporters were at the 
cell entrance interviewing them. They 
had no opportunity to discuss testi- 
mony with Connors, and a policeman 
was stationed there especially to see 
that they did not talk with Connors.” 

Chief of Police Creecy, when told ot 
the criticism of the department, said 
that he upheld the action of Lieut. Hess, 
under the circumstances, in putting the 
prisoners together, and stationing a 
guard to see that they did not talk to 
each other of matters on which the 
grand jury wished to question them.

Disposition Shown to Disre- 
gard Technicalities in Reach- 
ing Decision.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Jan. 29.— 
More than enough Democratic members 
of the Legislature to’ constitute a bal- 
ance of power have declared that they 
will not be bound by any caucus action 
to vote for the seating of William R. 
Painter as Lieutenant-Governor. 

At least 10 of those have expressed 
the view that Jacob F. Gmelich, Re- 
publican candidate for the office, re-

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ceived more votes than Painter. 

In arguing against the arbitrary 
seating of Painter py the Democratic 
majority, these Democrats say that 
such action would destroy their party’s 
chance of carrying the Legislature in 
1910. The Legislature to be elected then 
will choose William Warner’s successor 
in the United States Senate. 

This is beliéved to explain the atti- 
tude of the Folk leaders here, who ap- 
pear to indorse Mr. Folk’s statement, 
made in an interview in St. Louis, that 
honest ballots, and not technicalities, 
should decide the lleutenant-governor- 
ship. This statement and the even 
stronger one of State Chairman Rubey, 
a Stone man, have aroused a storm of 
protest from Painter’s friends. 

Looking to 1911, 

Several of the Stone leaders appear 
to take the same view as Rubey and 
are quietly discouraging those Demo- 
cratic legislators who talk ef radical 
action in Painter’s behalf. This is in 
accord with the belief generally held 
here that Folk is to receive the Stone 
support for the senatorship two years 
hence, in return for his recent inaction 
with regard to the senatorial primary 
frauds. 

Two distinct elements are working to- 
day for control of the caucus that wil! 
be held by the Democrats of the House 
and Senate, to determine the character 
of any recommendations which may be 
made by the Democratic members of 
the legislative committee that recounted 
the ballots cast for Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor. 

On one side is a radical force de- 
m@nding that Painter be declared Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, principally because the 
Democrats have the power to give him 
the office. 

Effort to Curb Radicals. 

Opposing this view are Senator Wil- 
son of Platte County, Senator Stone’s 
close political friend, and Representative 
Hawkins of Dunklin, the most ardent 
Folk man in the lower house. 

Senator McDavid and Representatives 
Cross and Crossley of the committee 
would probably prefer stating all the 
facts to the Legislature and letting its 
judgment, unbiased by caucus and inde- 
pendent of the party whip, settle the 
matter. 

Senator Humphrey, Democrat, prefers 
a settlement in the open and is anxious 
to avoid a partisan contest. 

Gov. Hadley and his friends in the 
meantime are doing their best to hold 
back the radicals ‘on the Republican 
side. Both parties have reached the 
place where their most dangerous men 
are those who express radical ideas 
and say things that invite retaliation 
from the opposition. 

Painter's friends admit that with the 
twelve disputed precincts Gmelich 
has a net majority of 212. If the disputed 
precincts are not counted, and the Dem- 
Ocrats say that, according to the agree- 
ment with the Republicans, they should 
10t. be, Painter will have a majority 
1f more than 200. 

Gmelich Would Win Now. 

The situation is so badly confused 
hat, if the question were put to a 
ote of the general assembly at this 
ime, Gmelich would be seated with the 
id of Democratic voters. This although 
he Stone men deny entering into a 
ompact with the Republicans whereby 
stone’s re-election was assured, with 
he understanding that no sertous effort 
vould be made to seat Painter as 
Aeutenant-Governor. 
. Both Folk and Stone are being criti- 
‘ised roundly on all sides.. That Stone’s 
re-election meant the sacrifice of 
Painter is the emphatitce opinion ex- 
pressed In many quarters today. 

Painter has received suggestions from 
the Stone crowd that he would do the 
party a great service by withdrawing, 
but he has taken no such action. 


Wants Only Square Deal, 

“IT am seeking only a square deal,” 
‘aid Painter to the Post-Dispatch cor- 
‘espondent. “If I have not been hon- 
estly elected, I do not want the office. 
There will be no compromise on my 
part, I have heard the story of a Folk- 
Stone deal, but I know nothing about it.

Experiments Only in Primary 
Stage, but Results Have 
Been ‘Marvelous.

NEW YORK, Jan. 2.—William'T. Bull 
is suffering from cancer for the second, 


} not the first time, as was generally sup- 


posed. In both instances the disease 
yielded to a thyroid antitoxin prepared 
by scientists at the Cornell University 
laboratory. Once the doctors admin- 
istered so much of the remedy that 
thyroidism developed, necessitating a 
temporary’ cessation of the treatment. 

Drs. Delafield, Blake and Potter, who 
are attending Dr. Bull, and Prof. James 
Ewing, who, with Dr. 8S. P. Beebe, has 
been preparing the thyroid antitoxin, 
have employed every means to keep the 
treatment a secret, because it is yet in 
an experimental stage. 
that should the matter become public, 
false hopes would be raised among 
those affected with cancer and that 
One ‘of the 
physicians said today that the discovery 
if it may be called such, was in its 
primary stage and that even tne medi- 
cal fraternity had not been apprised 
of the facts. 

While they. know that Dr. Bull has 
not been cured, they hope that his re- 
markable improvement will continue. 
A few weeks ago he lay at death’s door. 
Now he is so much better that he will 
start for Savannah today, accompanied 
by Mrs. Bull and Drs: John B. Walker, 
Tillingshast .Bull and Emanyvel Barugh. 
At present the arti-toxin is not ‘being 
administered for the reason that Dr. 
Bull’s system is filled with it to the 
dangér-point, but that it will again be 
given no one denies. 


First Cancer Disappeared. 

The information that Dr. Bull suffered 
from an initial cancer and that fit en- 
tirely disappeared some weeks before 
the present lesion made its appearance 
will surprise those who have not been 
intimately connected with the case. The 
disease first appeared about a year ago 
in the form of a sort on the gum. 

This was probably epithelioma, a mild 
form of cancer, which does not spread 
through the glands to the other parts of 
the bedy and is not considered danger- 
ous. If taken in the early stages it may 
be cured by the X-pay or even by com- 
mon caustic. Dr.*Bull chose te admin- 
ister thyroid extract, an antitoxin of 
which little was known to the average 
practitioner, but of which wonderful re- 
ports had been received. 

The extract prepared at the Cornel] 
laboratory and administered to Dr. Bull 
accomplished remarkable results. In e 
few weeks the growth on the gum be- 
gan to dry up and the surgeon improved 
in general health to such an extent that 
he felt able to go te Newport for the 
summer, The treatment was continued 
and eventually the growth entirely dis- 
appeared. Dr. Bull considered that he 
was entirely cured and begah attend- 
ing to his duties. 

The.second cancer developed not long 
after this and was diagnosed as metas- 
tasis, one form)of which is sarcoma, the 
most dreaded phase of the disease. In 
metastasis the germs pass through the 
glands to various parts of the body, 
where other cancers appear. 


Rheumatism Developed. 

The instant the symptoms became 
manifest Dr. Bull returned to the thy- 
roid treatment and teek enormous doses 
of the extract. The effect for a time 
was magical. The cancer began to dis- 
appear and the surgeon had great hopes 
that the disease in its second form 
would respond as readily as it did tn its 
first. 

One day he went to Providence in’ his 
automobile. It was cold and rainy, and 
when tle machine broke down and he 
was forced to sit in the chilly atmos- 
phere for more than an hour, he con- 
tracted rheumatism. This produced 
endocarditis or inflammation of the Ifn- 
ing of the membranes of the heart. 

Physicians | from Boston were hastily 
summoned, and they said that Dr. Bull’s 
attack of rheumatism was caused by 
taxing too much thyrold extract. They 
termed tive disease thyroidism, and on 
their suggestion the surgeon left off the 
anti-toxin treatment. 

The cancer immediately gained 
ground, and Dr. Bull called his New 
York associates in consultation. They 
declared that the Boston doctors were 
all wrong and that the thyroid antt-

Folk’s Pardons. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, — 

Your correspondent, “J. J. P.”’ criticises Gov. Folk 
for “pardoning’’ six men who were convicted of 
“criminal ‘ assaults upon women,” and states his 
opinion that this crime “justifies capital punishment.” 
Folk did not issue any pardons in any such cases. 
These men were released under commutation upon 
parole conditions. In one of these cases the Judge 
and the Prosecuting Attorney both stated, in writing, 
and in the most positive manner, thefr belief that the 
prisoner was not guilty of the crime of which he 
was convicted; in four other cases the prosecuting 
witnesses themselves came to mein person and stated 
facts which led me to believe, and I still believe, 
that no attempt was intended in those cases. Three 
of these cases were from Southeast Missouri and one 
from Southwest Missouri. The prisoners had been 
convicted of “attempt to rape.” In all six of the 
cases mentioned, either by the Judge, the Prosecuting 
Attorney, ior the jury, and in some cases all three, 
recommended the action which was taken by the 
jury. “J.J. P. doubtless knows that a man can be 
placed. in the penitentiary only when the loca! of- 
ficials think he is guilty. When those officials change 
their minds about it, or conclude in view of all the 
facts that the punishment meted out has been too se 
vere and ‘has already been sufficient, and ask thé 
Governor to commute the sentence, is it not the 
Governor's duty to do so—uniess he shall find some 
reason to be of a contrary opinion? I think so. The 
men who make the judgment against a convict ought 
to have something to say about whether the judg- 
ment should stand or not. And Gov. Folk has never 
interfered with a judgment of the courts unless

“He brought in his mere pittance a 
week and I was the wizard te buy the 
best of food, clothes and pay a good 
rent and bank money besides. And 
bring up my daughter, who is now five 
yéars old. I'd like to know if there 
can be anything more slavish. than to 
do all the housework and, as this young 
woman says, have no decent clothes 
and no pleasures. The woman whc 
marries a workingman -has to be up. gen- 
erally earlier than he to get him off to

Judging from their 
statements they are indeed slaves. But 
the Thirteenth Amendment says mere- 
ly that no person shall be held in “‘in- 
voluntary servitude.’’ Now, whatever 
the misery of wifehood, is always 
voluntary. The law provides a remedy 
of separation for any woman whose 
husband is unkind to her. And it com- 
pels the husband to support her just 
the same, . 

There is just one thing more necessary 
to a woman’s happiness in marriage 
than the good disposition which one of 
these wives characterizes as “God's 
greatest gift.’’ It is self-respect. Not 
the egotism which finds a slight and a 
cause for quarrel in every small omis- 
sion of the husband, but an appreciation 
of the right of the wife to equality in 
marriage. If the: husband goes out to 
follow his own amusements in the even- 


fing the wife is equally entitled to do so, 


She should not attempt to curtail what 
he considers his personal liberty. She 
should merely enforce similar respect 
for her own. It is too late to do this 
after years of slavish marriage, The 
balance of power is struck in the first 
year. 

The other day I heard of a very clever 
young woman whose husband had come 
home for two evenings in the meanest 
kind of a bad humor. She was in no 
way responsible for his ‘“‘grouch,” but 
was merely the innocent victim of it. 
She did not say a reproachful word to 
him, but on the third evening, at his 
usual hour, he let himself into an empty 
apartment. There were no dinner, no 
wife, no baby anywhere. In their stead 
was a note saying, ‘‘When you want to 
see me I am at the Blank Hotel.’’ 

He thought it all over in the deserted 
flat Then he dressed as carefully as 
when he was courting the young woman 
and went down to the hotel as she had 
mentioned and called on her. A wiser 
and much-chastened husband, he took 
her home and has been the soul of 
serenity ever since.
